New Ways 
With Melons 


ELONS are the coolest of all 
fruit, and there are niany ways 

of dealing with them. If you have 
always been content mercly to cut 
them up and serve the fruit with a 
sprinkling of sugar, you will give 
your family a pleasant surprise if 
you try one or two of these re- 
cipes:— . . 
Nursery folk may = still like to 
make a sucking noise as they munch 
u slice of melon, but they will also 
be delighted to sample melon merin- 
gue:—Make this with equal amounts

A new machine, Installed nt_ the 
head office of the , Bonk of New 
South Wales at Sydney for sorting, 
counting, and testing, colns {is the 
first of its kind in the world. 


It is the invention of Mr. R. J. 
Lyttle, of Sydney, whose former 
coln-testing machines Iuve been 
used by the bank (or seven years, 

The new machine, which Is clece 
trically driven, cutomatically sorts, 
counts, tests, and bags the coins at 
the rate of £1,000 worth an hour. 


From:n heaped-up tray, the coins 
are brushed into a hopper. With 
amazing rapidity they pass through 
the sorting mechanism, each deno- 
mination being tested- in transit to 
the bags, . 


The thme taken for the testing 
of cach coin Is one-Afteenth of a 
sccond. Registers show the total 
In cach bag, 


It is the only machine in the world 
thot will sort the copper from silver, 
and at the same tlne count and test 
exch denomination.

Another machine, also invented by 
Mr, Lyttle, counts and wraps £500 
in pennies a day. 


Thls represents that work of five 
bank officers under the old system of 
hand counting, and wrapping. 


The machine “crimps” each pack- 
age in such a way that it is impossl- 
ble to extract a coin without break- 
ing the container, 

The silver  coing tested by the 
Bank of New South Wales cach year

Herr Henlcin, who is at Eger,

That Czecho- 
Slovakia is inviolate to-day is 
probably due'to the awakening 
of Democracy, which, in the 
past ten years, has seen Totali-

neross the pathways of civilisa- 
tion in an ever-increasingly 
daring’ manner that leaves no 
doubts regarding the future. 
Whether civilisation reached 
Utopia hy orthodox ‘Democratic 
Measures or by Totalitarianism 
would be immaterial were man- 
kind certain that the latter 
system did not envisage violence,

By a series of moves which no 
City Prosecutor in England 
would dare to attempt, Dewey 
has induced ‘Dixic’” Davis to 
squeal. Davis was a State 
witness against Hines. Dewey 
always has been willing to let 
smaller fish out of his net in 
order to make sure of the bigger 
fish. Usually - he-makes --very. 
sure, stacking the evidence a 
mile high. But he has ‘never 
had as much at stake on a trial 
before. 


If Dewey's evidence is water- 
tight, and Hines is convicted, 
the Democratic Party here in 
its Tammany form will »wlmost 
certainly be finished for good. 
Conversely the Republican 
Party, now deep in the doldrums, 
will be borne along a fair wind. 


More important still the Re- 
publican Party will gain a new 
leader with a public backing 
such as no Republican leader 
has had for many a long year.

The Conquest of Austria, the first 
vigantic coup of the Nazl regime, Is 
the subject of the “Murch of Time” 
newsreel previewed yesterday at the 
Queen's Theatre and to be sereened 
at that theatre — to-day. Hitler's 
triumphant march through Vienna, 
the Austrian capital, leaves in its 
path a succession of suicides. 


The film turns back the clock to 
the days of the Hapsburys, to a 
Vienna which was the gayest capital 


‘of the Great War which involved 
Austrla, with consequent Joss of 
territory, turns to the life of the 
new Austria. Hitler, the son of an 
Austrian Customs OMmMcer, . com- 
mences his climb to power. Tracing 
the course of Hitler's plan to end 
Austrian independence—a' plan first 
voiced in “Mein Kampf" as a “neces- 
sary condition for the security of the 
German rice'—March of Time"

to a’ 34-year-old plan, 


When “Mein Kampf" was written, 
Hitler was un obscure Austrian ex- 
corporal who had served in the 
German army and who had been 
thrown into prison after an un- 
successful Nazi putsch in Munich. 
By 1933, Hitler had become a power 
in Europe and was seemingly ready 
to test his theories. His course of 
action is traced, up to the time of 


Dolifuss. But the murdered Chan- 
cellor becume 4 symbol of inde- 
pendence and more than ever the 
people turned to its own leuders. 
Then the German army marched 
across the border and into Vienna, 
and with Austria proclaimed forever 
Nazi property, the “March of Time” 
shows why the rest of the world 
fears that Hitler's first conquest may 
be only « prelude to other things he 
prophesied in “Mcin Kampf.”

It was as a bowler that he was 
pre-eminent, and In this capacity he 
was superlative in accuracy, flight 
and spin, As a boy I had the good 
fortune to .watch him In actlon in 
one of the Test matches at: Sydney 
in 1902, agninst A. C. MacLaren’s 
teum, and the difficulties in which he 
pluced the batsmen made a tremend- 
ous impression on me—all the more 
50, when one remembers the men 
who were opposing him—MacLaren, 
Hayward, J.T. Tyldesley, Jessop, 
Braund and Lilley—who were then 
in their prime. 

1 learnt a lot about bowling that 
day, which stood me in good stead 
afterwards. But I knew Hugh 
Trumble best In__ his capacity as 
secretary of the Melbourne Cricket 
Club,’ and a more popular persone 
ality in a position where tact and 
diplomacy were . valuable commodi- 
tles would be very difficult to find. 

Nothing was a trouble to him, 
nnd he was hospitality itself when- 
ever one went to’ Melbourne. A 
grand organiser, he played a great 
part in the development of the Mel- 
bourne Cricket Club; and the omaz- 
ing alterations that have been made 
to. the Melbourne cricket ground 
during the past few years, and the 
success of its undertakings, were in 
no small measure duc to his ability 
and sterling qualities. By his death 
cricketers, legislators, and all as~ 
sociated with the game have lost a 
pood fricnd. : - 

MODEST “OLD JIM” 

Although J. J. Kelly also was not 
a contemporary of mine, I had the 
pleasure of playing against him in 
his testimonial match at Sydney in 
1906, when the 1905 Australian cleven 
opposed the Rest of N.S.W. As o 
wicket-keeper, while perhaps not 
attaining, the brilliance of Carter or 
Oldfield, his successors, Kelly was 
always very sound. He was also a 
very useful batsman who could play 
his part on occasions. 

“Old Jim," as he was generally 
known, was a kind friend to young 
players, and one of the most modest 
of men. 

He retired from active work some 
years ago, and seldom would he miss 
any match on the Sydney Cricket 
Ground, where he and one or two 
cronies were alwoys to be found 
sitting In the same place discussing 
the merits and demerits of the pre- 
sent day o8 compared with the old.

The herring industry has, for some 
years, been in the trough of depres- 
sion, and neither fishermen them- 
selves nor the numerous shore work- 

dependent on the seu's harvest 
hu much faith in the Bill recently 
passed by the House of Commons to

By its nature und organisation the 
herring industry $s peculiarly sus- 
coptible to economic slump, The 
highly perishable nature of the fish, 
the wide fluctuation in quantity of 
the shoals, made it even in the fat 
prewar years something of a specu- 
lation, 

Now the great foreign markets of 
Germany and Russia have shrunk out 
of recognition, and the home market 
ilsel€ contracted, . the reward for 
labour of the most arduous and dan- 
serous nature Is mesgre, ‘ 

In 1914 over 70 per cent, of the 
total catch was exported in the form 
of cured herring, The total export 
has now dropped nt Jeast 60 per cent, 
and home consumption by 45 per 
cent on Hq 
Germany tdolt over it million bar- 

rels of herring In 1929, only 540,000 

last year.

A bloater Is a herring cured by a 
method which Ieaves it soft, It fs 
allowed to He in salt for 24 houre, 
washed, then smoked for between 
one and four days, according to the 
tlme It hus to be kept. 

The Iipper is produced by splitting 
the fish open, cleaning it, then rub- 
bing it with Pepperand salt and dry- 
ing it In the alr or in smoke, -

worked on a profit-sharing busis. 

In recent years Scottish fishermen 
have scarcely earned enough to mect 
their share of expenses and the fleet 
of steam drifters has declingd rapld- 
ly In number. The Herring Indus- 
tries Bill proposes the replacement 
of steam drifters very largely’ by 
motor vessels. During the past three 
or four years nbout 400 steam drifters 
have been laid up and the remainder 
are of an average age of 25 years. 

Herring are caught by the oldest 
known method of netting fish. Nets 
nre “shot” in a tong line, the top be- 
ing floated «with corks, the bottom 
weighted, so that they form a wall 
just below the surface of the water. 
The line of nets Is trailed by the 
ship as she “drifts.” ‘ 

The herring net themselves, push- 
ing their heads into the mesh which 
will not allow the passage of their 
bodies. When they try to withdraw 
they ure trapped by the gills.

The fish’ were orlginally caught in 
the Bultle, and the prosperity of the 
Hanseatie League, a famous combina- 
tlon of German maritime cities, was 
founded on the fisheries,

Big reductions In fares and freight 
rates on the Imperial alr routes to 
Indin, Malaya, Australln and Hong- 
kong were announced by Imperial 
Airways yesterday.

The alignment: of 
Democracy and Totalitarianism 
in opposite camps, 2 natural out- 
come of the diametrically op- 
posite tenets to which they 
subscribe, has divided the world 
into two irreconcilable .and, un- 
happily, hostile forces—forces 
which are feverishly arming 
and preparing against the day 
when the “show-down” will de- 
cide which is to prevail. Herr 
Hitler’s challenge to Democracy 
—for no other interpetation can 
be placed upon his violent 
diatribe at Nuremberg—fell 
just short of the ultimate chal- 


dienge that would have brought 


upon civilisation the cataclysm 
of another and more horrifying 
world war. Unhappily, Herr 
Hitler has given no signs that 
Armageddon has ceased to be a 
terrifying possibility of the not 
distant future. That Czecho- 
Slovakia is inviolate to-day is 
probably due to the awakening 
of Democracy, which, in the 
past ten years, has seen Totali- 
tarianism stamp rough-shod 
across the pathways of civilisa- 
tion in an ever-increasingly 
daring manner that leaves no 
doubts regarding the future. 
Whether civilisation reached 
Utopia by orthodox Democratic 
measures or by Totalitarianism 
would be immaterial were man- 
kind certain that the latter 
system did not envisage violence, 
discrimination and extermina- 
tion of all opposition as a neces- 
sary precession to the attain- 
ment of the ideals towards 
which it is struggling. But the 
record: of Totalitarianism is an 
unhappy one. The Jewish po- 
groms are too fresh in: the 
minds of Democracy to be lght- 
ly dismissed; the world can 
atill- recall with a shudder the 
violent purge ,and the  nitiful 
concentration camps which: re- 
moved all opposition to National 
Socialism; the violation of trea- 
ties and moral obligations; the 
rapo of Austria—all these out- 
come of tho -political philosophy 
to which. Herr Hitler and. his 
followers. subscribe are’ so 
diametrically. opposed. to the 
tenets upon which’ civilisation,

Cinema Record 
Of Nazi Coup 
In Austria - 


The Conquest of Austria, the first 
gigantic coup of the Nazi regime, Is 
the subject of the “March of Time" 
newsreel previewed yesterday nt the 
Queen's Theatre and to be sereened 
at that theatre to-day. 
triumphant march through Vienna, 
the Austrian capital, leaves in its 
path a succession of suicides. 


The film turns back the elock to 
the days of the Hapsburgs, to a 
Vienna which was the gayest capital 
in Europe, and after a few glimpses 
of the Great War which involved 
Austra, with conscquent loss of 
territory, turns to the Ife of the 
new Austria, Hitler, the son of on 
Austrion Customs Officer, come 
mences his climb to power, Tracing 
the course of Hitler’s plan to end 
Austrian independence—a plan first 
voiced in “Mein Kampf" as a “neces 
sary conditlon for the security of the 
German race"—"March of Time 
shows that what seemed to be a Ught- 
ning blow against Austria wns, in 
reality, the superbly staged climax 
to a 14-year-old plan. ° 


When “Mein Kampf" wag written, 
Hitler was an obscure Austrian ex- 
corporal who had served in the 
German army and who had been 
thrown into prison’ after an un- 
successful Nazi putsch fn Munich. 
By 1933, Hitler had become a power 
in Europe and was scemingly ready 
to test his theories. His course of

CONRAD HENLEIN 


Since the rise of the Henlein party, 
the problem of the Sudeten Ger- 
mans has become more und more 
neute.

SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
MAY BE SET UP 


A hint that English football clubs 
will not, in future, be allowed to 
undertake foreign tours during the 
close season without first satisfying 


a special commitice of the Footbal} 
Assoclation as to the suitability of 
such tours is contained in the follow- 
ing statement issued by the F.A.: 


“The members of the committee 
accompanying the team (the Eng- 
land team on their Continental tour, 
1938), viz. A. G. Hines, H. J. 
Huband, B. A. Glanvill, H. H. 
Hughes and F. W. Rinder, having 
witnessed a match between an Eng~- 
lish touring team and a Continental 
football team, are of the opinion that 
it might be In the ‘best’ interests of 
the Football Association to refer, in 
future, applications for permission 
to play matches abroad in the .close 
season, to a special committec, who 
would consider cach application from 
the following viewpoints: 


“|—Whether ‘the match is against 
(a) n selected team of a national 
nssociation; (b) n selected team of a 
natlonal Ieasuc, or (c) another club. 

“9_-Whether the strength and 
standing of the opposing teams are 
equal. ji 

“3—Any other circumstance which 
might militate against the prestige 
of the Football Assoclation as sports 
controlling body. 

“Particular . consideration should 
be given to these questions, especial- 
ty during times of tension, when 
more than the playlng of a match is 
at stake, ond when It ts particularly 
necessary for the Engllsh prestige in 
sport to be malntained.”

It waseas a bowler that he was 
pre-eminent, and in this capacity he 
was superlative in accuracy, flight 
und spin, As a boy I had the good 
fortune to watch him in action In 
one of the Test matghes at Sydney 
in 1902, against A, C. MacLaren's 
team, and the diMculties In which he 
placed the batsmen made s tremend- 
ous impression on me—all the more 
so, when one remembers the men 
who were opposing him—MacLaren, 
Hayward, J. T. Tyldesley, Jessop, 
Braund und Lilley—who were then 
in thelr prime. 

I Jearnt a lot about bowling that 
day, which stood me in good stead 
afterwards. But 1 | knew Hugh 
‘Trumble best in his capacity as 
secretary of the Melbourne Cricket 
Club, and a more popular person 
ality in a‘ position where tact and 
diplomacy were valuable commodi- 
ties would be very difficult to find. 

Nothing was a trouble to him, 
and he was hospitality jtself when- 
ever one went to Melbourne. A 
grand organiser, he played o great 
part in the development of the Mcel- 
bourne Cricket Club; and the amaz- 
ing alterations that have been made 
to the Melbourne cricket ground 
during the past few years, and the 
success of its undertakings, were in 
no small measure duc to his ability 
and sterling qualitles. By his death 
cricketers, legislators, and all as- 
sociated with the game have lost a 
good. friend. : 

MODEST “OLD JIM" 

Although J. J. Kelly also was not 
a contemporary of mine, 1 had the 
pleasure of playing against him in 
his testimoni:l match at Sydn¢y in 
1906, when the 1905 Australian eleven 
opposed the Rest of N.S.W. As o 
wicket-keeper, while perhaps not 
attaining the briliiance of Carter or 
Oldfield, his successors, Kelly was 
always very sound. He was also a 
very useful batsman who could play 
his part on occasions, 

“Old Jim,” as he was generally 
known, was o kind friend to young 
players, and one of ‘the most modest 
of men, 

He retired from active work some 
years ago, and seldom would he miss 
any match on the Sydney Cricket 
Ground, where he and one or two 
cronies were always to be found 
sitting in the same place discussing 
the merits and demerits of the pre- 
sent day as compared with the old. 

And in this connection “Old Jim" 
wus ulways most generous to the

The great masses In Germany, for 
Instance, follow Hitler as though he 
were a god, and have become willing, 
brilliant propagandn, to put up with 
terrible privations for the aggrandisc- 
ment of thelr country. But the 
people of Spain will never look upon 
Franco as anything but a successful 
Gencral, and when the war Js over 
they will want to return to thelr 
petnce-time: occupations, as though 
nothing had happened; they will want 
to forget nll about Mghting and 
politics. 


The Tragedy of the War. 


Already this Is happening. It fs 
most noticeable where the Nationalist 
troops hove taken territory from the 
Government. There the peasant, 
until lately an enemy of Franco, 
foes on tilling his land: just as he 
did before, He apparently bears no 
hostility towards Franco, for military 
lorries travel down the roads to the 
front unescoried und the only milit- 
ary authority in the villages iy a few 
elderly volunteers. It is not going to 
be easy tu make such people en- 
thuslastle for any new form of poll- 
Ucat doctrine, 

The peasant (the agricultural 
lnbourer makes up 60 per cent. of 
the employed section of the popula- 
tion) takes little Interest in politics 
It was only just before the Civil War 
that he became aware of how back- 
ward he Is, how badly educated and 
how dispracefully sat upon; realised 
that, the Great War having left him 
untouched, civilisation, as the rest of 
Europe knows it, has passed him by. 

And just os the Government was 
preparing the reforms he so sorely 
required Franco led his ‘revolt, Be- 
fore he knew where he was he was 
fighting or having armies marching 
over his land, 

And for what did he fight or go on 
tilling his land so that the soldiers 
should cat? He fought, and is fight- 
Ing, for the “Nueva Espana" which 
every poster, Government or Nation- 
alist, promises ‘him; for the reforms 
he had just woken up, to want, With 
his fatalism and stole philosophy, he 
hos fought bravely, fearing neither 
to take death from, nor give death 


alone to work peacefully and rather- 


to hls fellow-countrymen, fighting for 
the New Spnin. 

It is Cor this that ott those peasant 
youths, all those unpolltical, half- 
educated workmen, which make up 
the majority of the nation, are fight- 
Ing. They know little of the politles 
of those above them, : 

That ts the tragedy of this tragic 
war; brother: idilling brother for the 
came Ideal. While the ghastly 
horror of the war Is that German 
and Itollan, boys, without choice or 
will, are killing those brothers whose 
ideal they don’t care a straw about, 

And when all this killing is over, 
when the inst shot has been fired and 
the Inst bomb dropped, how are these 
uneducated peasants, the Church, the 
F.E.T., the Royalists, the landlords, 
the Basques,. the Catalonians, Ict 
atone all the polltical factions which 
make up the side of the Government, 
going to be welded Into this New 
Spain? 

It will be o mighty task. No 
wonder the young Spaniard in 
Salamanca shrugs his shoulders in 
dismay, 

It will be done by the ruthless 
methods of Dictatorship, should 
Franco win. The vague words and 
Promises of reform will be accom- 
panied by all the withdrawals of 
Nberties, all the hardships and privas 
tions which are port and parcel of 
the Nazi and Fascist regimes. 

Everywhere one goes in Nationalist 
Spain the photographs of Hitler and 
Mussolinl decorate the walls of re- 
staurants, hotels, and cafes, thelr 
flags hang side by side with that of 
Spain; German and Itallan boys fill 
the cafes and wall: along the Corso. 


Only a Beginning 


The presence of such things are 
not without grove meaning, It is 
not surprising that fear instead of 
rejoicing fits the hearts of the 
Spaniards as they Hsten to the an- 
nouncer on the radfo telling of ap- 
proaching victory. 

It is undoubtedly truc that the 
Germans ond Italians will not occupy 
or annex any Spanish territury when 
the war Is over, But the naval bases 
and aecrodromes will remain as their 
“civilian” points; the mineral wealth 
of the country is’ already theirs; and 
in return for the help they have 
given, and without.which no Franco 
victory would be possible, they will 
help to build’ up the New Spain on 
thelr Dictatorship Hnes, 

The danger to Great Britain iy an~ 
other’ matter. It does not, as yet, 
effect the young Spaniard in’ the 
Salamanca hotel. For him the im- 
mediate fear is what will happen to 
Spain. : 

Spain Is his own country, He 3s 
willing to die for it. He wants no 
forcign Interference in its rebuildins. 
How long will he be able to live 
under a Dictatorship? : 

He sips his brandy und shrugs bis 
shoulders, He knows that the “Cease

All other, Ger- 
man parties have been assimilated 
by the Sudeten German Party, This 
result means that the Sudeten Ger- 
man Party has received an average 
of 88.56 of the entlre German vote, 
compnred with 68,221 votes obtuined 
by. the party In their towns at the 
Jost Parliamentary elections In 1935, 
an Incressed poll of not tesa than 
44.4 per cent, In these 33 German 
muniecipalitics the Communists poll- 
ed 4,266 ond the Czech Parties 
17,892.—Trans-Ocean. 


Czechs In German Territory 
Berlin, May 23, 
The third alleged infringement of 
German territory by Czecho-Stova- 
kluns is.reported by the official 
newseugency. It asserts that some 
Czech soldiera covered with  struw 
the border bridges at Ulrichsburg 
and Hohenfurth, north of Linz, 
which are half Czech and hulf Ger 
man. They allegedly poured petrol 
on the straw and tried to sct the 
bridges on fire. While they were 
curryling this out they ure alleged 
to have stepped Into German terri- 
tory, on the Germun side of the 
bridge.—-Reuter. 


Fierce German Presa Attacks

Civilisation is in a curious 
predicament. The alignment of 
Democracy and Totalitarianism 
in opposite camps, a natural out- 
come of the diametrically op- 
posite tenets to which they 
subscribe, has divided the world 
into two irreconcilable and, un- 
happily, hostile forces—forces 
which are feverishly arming 
and preparing against the day 
when the “show-down” will de- 
cide which is to. prevail. Herr 
Hitler's challenge to Democracy 
—for no other interpetation can 
be placed upon his violent 
diatribe at Nuremberg—fell 
just. short of the ultimate chal- 
lege that would have brought 


upon civilisation the cataclysm’ - 


of another and more. horrifying 
world war. Unhappily, Herr 
Vitler ‘has given no signs that 
Armageddon has ‘ceased to be a 
terrifying possibility of the not 
distant. future. That Czecho- 
Slovakian is inviolate to-day is 
probably due to the awakening 
of Democracy, which, in the 
past ten years, has seen Totali- 
{arianiszm stamp rough-shod 
across the pathways of civilisa- 
tion in an - ever-increasingly 
daring manner that leayes no 
doubts regarding the future. 
Whether civilisation reached 
Utopia by orthodox Democratic 
measures or by Totalitarianism 
would be immaterial were man- 
kind certain that the latter 
system did.not envisage violence, 
discrimination and extermina- 
tion of all opposition as a neces- 
sary precession to the attain- 
ment of the ideals towards 
which it is struggling. ~But the 
record of Totalitarianism is an 
unhappy-one. The Jewish po- 
groms are too fresh in the 
minds of Democracy to be light- 
ly ‘dismissed; the world can 
still recall with a shudder the 
violent purge and° the pitiful 
concentration enmps which. re- 
moved all opposition to National 
Socinlism; the violation of tren- 
ties and moral obligations; the 
rapa of Austria—all these out- 
come of the political philosophy 
to which Herr Hitlér and his.

A hint that English football clubs 
will not, In future, be allowed to 
undertake forcign tours during the 
close season without first satisfying 


_|a specinl committee of the Football 


Association as to the suitability of 
such tours is contained in the follow- 
ing statement issued by the F.A.; 


“The members of the committec 
accompanying the team (the. Eng- 
land team on thelr Continental’ tour, 
10938), viz, A. G. Hines, H. Jd. 
Huband, B. A. Glanvill, H. oH. 
Hughes and F. W. Rinder, having 
witnessed a match between an Eng- 
lish touring team and a Continental 
football team, are of the opinion that 
It might be in the best‘ interests of 
the Football Association to refer, in 
future, applications for permission 
to play matches abroad in the close 
season, to a special committec, who 
would conalder each application from 
the following viewpoints: 


“1—Whether the match ts against

“2—Whether the strength and 
standing, of the opposing teams are 
equal. 

“3~Any other circumstance which 
might militate agalnst the prestige.
